No  doubt  there  were  many  Whigs  who  were  gentle,  as  the  term 
goes,  but  a  large  proportion  of  the  best  people  of  Philadelphia 
were  Tories,  quiet  and  undemonstrative,  but  still  attached  to 
the  cause  of  the  King.

It 
was  a  warm  summer  day  and  the  windows  were  open  and  Isaac 
Bertram's  father  was  seated  between  them,  writing  at  a  little 
desk.     Isaac,  having  hastened  down,  put  his  head  in  the  window 
and  said  to  his  father  "We  are  all  free".     The  old  gentleman 
heard  it  and  was  greatly  disturbed.    He  obtained  a  rattan  and 
little  Isaac  ran  up  Front  Street  and  his  father  after  him.  He 
told  me  with  great  amusement  that  he  got  away.     He  was  fond  of 
relating  how  he  with  other  little  boys,  ran  after  General 
Wayne  in  the  streets,  calling  out  "Mad  Anthony",  which  was  the 
sobriquet  which  the  people  had  adopted  for  the  victor  at  Stony 
Point.    He  told  me  that  my  uncles  Morris  and  John  were  both 
of  them  stalwart  men,  distinguished  for  their  strength  and 
physical  vigor.
